RAIDED BY OANDINO: 
AMERICANS oEIZED 


U. S. Owned Properties 
in the Pispis Region 
Are Robbed. 


MARINES IN PURSUIT 
TO RESCUE CAPTIVES 
Rebel Leader Making His Way 


to Nicaraguan Atlantic 
Coast, Is View. 


Nicaragua, April 23 (A.P.).—Marine 
Brigade headquarters tonight were con- 
vinced that Augustine Sandino, with 
the remnant of his <olowers, is heading 
for the Atlantic Coast of Nicaragua. 
They took this attitude when a radio- 
gram came from W. J. Crampton, col- 
lector of customs at Puerto Cabezas, 
also known as Brangmans Bluff, on the 
northeast coast of the country. This 
message said that two mines near the 
head waters of the Pispis River were 
rebbed by rebels a few days ago. 

Mr. Campton also stated that two 
Americans employed at the mines have 
been taken prisoner, according to un- 
confirmed rumors that had reached 
him. 

The district around the Pispis River 
{is north of the rich La Luz y Los An- 
geles mine, which Was reported raided 
in advices received at New York via 
wireless to New Orleans. Sandino would 
find this mining property on his direct 
line of March if he has taken an over- 
land route from the mountainous jun- 
gle in which he is believed to have been 
hiding hitherto. 


Gold Deposits Are Rich. 


The Marine authorities, however, are 
inclined to believe rather than Sandino 
headed through the Pispis district with 
the idea of reaching the head waters 
of the Waspuc River. This good sized 
stream flows northeastward and joins 
the River Coco 150 miles inland from 
the mouth of the latter stream at Cape 
Gracias on the northeast coast. 

There are numerous mines in that re- 
gion, but while their gold deposits are 
known to be rich, the ore is low grade 
and the cost of working them has 
caused all except a few to be shut down. 


|The Eden mine of the Tonopah Mining 


Co. is in that category. Other well 
known mines about the head waters of 
the Pispis are the Bonanza, the Lone 
Star, the Constancia and the Concardla. 
All of these are believed to be American 
cwned. 

LaLuz Mine Is Seized. 


New York, April 23 (A.P.).—Reports 
of the seizure of an American gold 
mine in Nicaragua by the rebel forces 
of Augustino Sandino were received 
here today in cablegrams. All employes 
of the mine, listed here as comprising 
four Americans, a British superintend- 
ent and about 100 Indianas, were re- 
ported held prisoners. 

The messages were sent to James 
Gilmore Fletcher, president of the La 
Luz & Los Angeles Mining Co. from 
the Bluefields Mercantile Co., the for- 
warding company in Nicaragua for 
shipping bullion from the American 
company’s mine at La Luz to the New 
Orleans: branch of the United States 
mint.

SINCLAIR TO TAKE STAND 
IN SENATE BOND INQUIRY 


Will Be Questioned on Profits 
of Continental Trading Co. 
at Hearing May 1.

Harry F. Sinclair, who was acquitted 
Saturday of a charge of conspiracy to 
defraud the Government in the naval 
oil leases, agreed yesterday to appear 
next week before the Senate Teapot 
Dome committee for more questioning 
concerning Liberty bond profits of the 
Continental Trading Co. 

The date, May 1, was agreed upon by 
his counsel, George P. Hoover, and 
Senator Walsh (Democrat), Montana, 
prosecutor of the committee, after the 
committee earlier had telegraphed the 
oil man at his New Jersey farm to ap- 
pear today. Hoover went at once to 
Senator Walsh’s office. and remon- 
strated that Sinclair’s business, neg- 
lected during his trial here, required 
his attention and that it would be un- 
fair to call him at this time. 

Postponement of Sinclair’s appear- 
ance will leave the witness stand at to- 
day’s hearing clear for Robert W. Stew- 
art. chairman of the board of the 
Standard Oil Co. of Indiana, who has 
been summoned for further question- 
ing. 

At Walsh’s office Hoover objected to 
the telegraphic summons sent to Sin- 
clair, and declared that if a regular 
subpoena is issued and properly served, 
Sinclair would accept it. 

Senator Walsh explained that the 
committee wanted to interrogate Sin- 
clair as to what disposition had been 
made of the remaining $250,000

Irene Castle 
McLaughlin, champion of humane 
treatment for dumb animals, and par- 
ticularly the friend of homeless dogs, 
was repaid in part for her friendship 
early today when Limey, a Sealyham 
dog, raised a frantic alarm when the 
garage on the Lake Forest estate of the 
McLaughlins caught fire, thereby saving 
the lives of four of the McLaughlin 
servants and Limey’s three puppies. 

Mrs. McLaughlin and her personal 
maid were aroused by the whining and 
barking of the dog. The former famous 
dancer and the maid crawled on hands 
and knees through the choking smoke 
into the garage and awakened the four 
servants asleep in apartments above, 

Almost overcome by the fumes, Mrs. 
McLaughlin again crawled in and res- 
cued the puppies, which their mother, 
Limey, had dragged almost to the door. 
The mother dog, almost crazed by fear 
and anxiety, could not realize her pup- 
pies had been saved and dashed back 
into the burning garage, so Mrs. Mc- 
Laughlin made another perilous trip 
and brought her out. 

Mrs, McLaughlin recently came into 
the limelight in her warfare upon the 
indiscriminate slaughter of dogs pro-

Tunney in Address at Yale 
Urges Straining of Brain 


Shakespeare Class Is Told of Boxing Champion’s Own 
Intellectual Struggle—Called Lover of Art for 
Its Own Sake—Presented With Book. 


New Haven, Conn., April 23 (A.P.).— 
Studying William Shakespeare with 
some one else to do the thinking is 
like training for a bout on ice cream, 
Gene Tunney, heavyweight champion 
of the world, today told Yale men in 
Prof. William Lyon Phelps’ class in 
Shakespeare. Then he added: “When 
you are through you are no better off 
than when you started.” 

Tunney, fulfilling a promise to talk 
to Yale men in Prof. Phelps’ class «n 
his studies of the writings of the play- 
wright, said that at first he had to 
read a play many times to get under- 
standing and appreciation of it. He 
took “Winter’s Tale” as an opener, and 
read it ten times before he got the real 
value of it. So much is said in so 
few words, Tunney explained, that 
since then he had read all the master’s 
works. 

Although Tunney’s coming here was. 
kept a half secret, more than 300 stu- 
dents crowded into Harkness Hall and 
hundreds were outside. It was the regu- 
lar neriod for the class.. Tunney had 
come from the railroad station, and 
went into the classroom five minutes 


s|ahead 12 noon, entering with Prof. 


Phelps amid cheers. Silence came 
when Prof. a lifted his hand and 


explained that this was the anniversary 
of William Shakespeare’s birth. Be- 
cause it was a fact that Shakespeare 
is so universally every one’s poet, it 
was fitting that Tunney should speak 
to the class on this occasion. 

“I know that Mr. Tunney loves art 
and literature for its own sake,” said 
Prof. Phelps. “We tried to keep this 
meeting quiet, but is was impossible. | 
Mr. Tunney’s coming here to talk with" 
you is a gracious and charming act to 
Yale.” 

Tunney immediately took up his 
talk on literature ana began with ref- 
erence to his own study of Shakes- 
peare. He said his first acquaintance 
with tke author came while he was in 
France when a doiughboy, a company 
clerk, talked about Shakespeare con- 
tinually. 

“There must be something to this 
man Shakespeare,” Tunney said he 
thought, as he listened to the dough- 
boy’s talk. “I thought if a copypany clerk 
can stick tenaciously to studying him I 
think I will give it a try. 

“The first book 1 gut for myself was 
‘Winte’s Tale,’ and ofter reading the 
first act I could not understand its 
meaning. It made me mad and I be- 
gan to realize that there were too

SECOND PLANE TO ISLE

Lake Ste. Agnes, Quebec, April 23.— 
Clarence D. Chamberlin, first New York 
to Germany flier, swooped down on 
the thawing snow field here today at 
4:12 p. m. to extend the welcome of 
America’s transatlantic aces to the be- 
lated crew of the Bremen. 

He found this tiny airplane base 
feverish with anticipation. News that 
the giant Ford relief plane had landed 
at Greenly Island at 12:45 p. m., bear- 
ing new parts, food, cigarettes and beer 
to the weather-beleaguered German 
fliers, gave rise to hope the Bremen 
could take off tomorrow morning. 

That would put the German mono- 
plane, weather permitting, in Lake Ste. 
Agnes late tomorrow. 

Ir that event the Bremen might reach 
New York, to receive the metropolis’ 
thunderous greeting, Wednesday after- 
noon, as had been hoped. 

Relief reached the Bremen crew just 
ten days after the gallant German-lIrish 
crew found shelter beside the now 
famous lighthouse on Greenly Island. 
The Ford plane, piloted by Bernt Bal- 
chen, himself a _ transatlantic flier, 
settled smocthly on the ice of a tiny 
bay of Greenly after an uneventful trip 
from Seven Islands, Quebec. 

Maj James Fitzmaurice, the Irish 
ace who flew out to civilization with 
Duke Schiller, had a joyous reunion— 
according to the meager reports flashed 
here from the Point Amour, Labrador, 
radio station—with his German col- 
leagues, Baron Ehrenfried Gunther 
von Huenefeld and Capt. Hermann 
Koehl.

BYRD RELIEF PLANE 
ARRIVES WITH PARTS 


Food, Wine and Beer Also Are

Montreal, April 23 (A.P.)—(Canadian 
Press).—Swift progress was made today 
toward freeing the transatlantic plane 
Bremen and its crew from their en- 
forced exile on Greenly Island in the 
Straits of Belle Isle. 

Plans were for an immediate start on 
the completion of repairs to the Bre- 
men, The probable time of the take- 
off in continuation of the flight to New 
York is indefinite. Some reports have 
it that the Bremen and the relief plane 
will leave for Lake Ste. Agnes on the 
first stage of the flight tomorrow, but 
other estimates are that repairs may 
delay the start as late as Thursday of 
this week. 

Spare parts to repair the Bremen, 
damaged in an enforced landing on 
the island after completing the first 
east-to-west crossing of the Atlantic, 
arrived at Greenly on an American tri- 
motored Ford plane piloted by Bernt 
Balchen. 


Fitzmaurice With Balchen. 


Accompanying Balchen was Maj. 
James Fitzmaurice, Irish member of 
the Bremen crew, who had supervised 
relief work from the base at Ste. Agnes, 
after flying from Greenly Island last 
week. Others in the relief plane in- 
cluded a mechanic in the employ of the 
Junkers Co., builders of the Bremen, 
and newspaper men. 

The relief plane carried a load of 
delicacies and a change of wardrobe 
for the German members of the Bremen 
crew. They were able to discuss plans 
for the continuation. of the flight over 
bottles of German beer and glasses of 
wine, the first they have had since 
leaving Baldonnel, Ireland, almost two 
weeks ago. 

Baron von Huenefeld, backer of the 
Bremen flight, and Capt. Herman Koehl, 
German pilot of the Bremen, could 
again enjoy fresh roasts of beef as a 
change from the wholesome but plain 
fare provided by the lighthouse keeper 
at Greenly Island. 

Information at Lake Ste. Agnes to- 
Knigr* was that the Bremen and the 
relief plane could be expected there at 
noc tomorrow. There was no verifica- 
tion of this report, and Miss Herta 
Junkers, representative of the Junkers 
firm, was reported to have telephoned 
to New York that the Bremen would 
not leave before Thursday. 


Chamberlin at Lake Ste. Agnes, 


The population of Lake Ste. Agnes, 
swelled by newspaper men and filers 
since it became the base for relief op- 
erations, was further increased today 
by the arrival of a plane piloted by 
Clarence Chamberlin, hero of an At- 
lantic crossing. Chamberlin planned 
to fly to Greenly Island to greet the 
German filers, a return for the courtesy 
shown himself in Germany when he 
completed a flight from the United

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COSIMIG RAY PROVES 
ORIGIN OF ELEMENTS 
NISCOVERER ASSERTS 


Dr. R. A. Millikan, of Califor- 
nia, Describes Origin of 
New Force He Found. 


BARES HIS RESEARCHES 
TO SCIENCE ACADEMY 


Declares Experiments Show 
That Stable Elements Are 
Formed by Electrons. 


The origin of the cosmic rays, the 
most powerful known to science, was 
described last night by Dr. R. A. Milli- 
kan, of the California Institute of 
Technology, who discovered the rays 
scveral years ago, at a session of the 
annual meeting of the National Aca- 
Gemy of Science in the academy's 
building, Twenty-first and B streets 
northwest 

The powerful rays, Dr. Millikan de- 
clared, are 1,000 times shorter in length 
than the ordinary X-ray used by phy- 
sicians, and evidence that the creation 
of common elements is in progress con- 
tinually. As the result of work with 
Dr G. Harvey Cameron, Dr. Millikan 
said, discovery of evidence that more 
stable and abundant elements, such as 
helium, oxygen, silicon and iron are 
keing formed today of primordial posi- 
tive and negative electrons. The primor- 
dial electrons are the nucleus of the 
hydrogen atom. 

The discoverer said that conclusive 
proof that cosmic rays consist of a 
specific region of spectral frequencies a 
hundred times more rapid than any 
heretofore known was obtained through 
experiments with pilot balloons, which 
carried recording electroscopes 92 
cent of the distance to the foremost at- 
mospheric point. 


Formed in High Voltage. 


A banded structure in the cosmic 
rays, Dr. Millikan explained, revealed 
that they are not produced as X-rays 
by the impact, upon atoms of matter 
of electrons, which have acquired large 
velocities by falling through powerful 
electrical fields. To produce the fre- 
quencies of the order of cosmic rays, 
at least 150,000,000 volts, which is 3,000 
times as powerful as the field existing 
in X-ray tubes, would be needed. 

Dr. Millikan was awarded the Nobel 
physics prize in 1923 for the isolation 
of the electron. His account of the 


|cosmic ray discovery last night was re- 
(garded by the Academy of Science as 


placing on record one of the most im- 
portant scientific achievements in re- 
cent years. 


Nature of Nebulium Sought. 


Dr. I. S. Bowen, a colleague of Dr. 
Millikan, related his solution of a 
problem concerning the nature of the 
mysterious “nebulium” element, _ re- 
vealed by the spectroscope in the far 
distant nebulea but unidentified here- 
tofore with anything on earth. 

Dr. James Franck, of #ermany, who 
won the Nobel physics prize in 1926, 
spoke on “Molecular Collisions,” The 
annual meeting opened yesterday 
morning and will conclude this after- 
noon., Papers on scientific problems 
were Pead by 31 scientists at yester- 
day's sessions. 

Among the local scientists who lec- 
tured, were E. O. Hulburt, of the 
Naval Research Laboratory in Ana- 
costia; Dr. David White, of the United 
States Geological “urvey; R. M. Lanver 
and Geraldine K. Walker, of the Bureau 
of Standards.

George Maske Is Discovered 
Beaten and Stabbed in 
Maryland Ditch. 


KNIFE WOUND IN BREAST 


Norbert Jameson, 35-year-old man- 
ager of the Providence Hospital farm 
at Silver Hill, Md., is being held in the 
La Plata, Md., jail while George Maske, 
29 years old, nurseryman, last night 
continued his fight for life at Emerg- 
ency Hospital. Charles County (Md.) 
police authorities said Maske was in- 
jured in a drunken brawl in front of 
a roadhouse conducted by Eric Hintz, 
two miles this side of Waldorf, Md., 
shortly before midnight Sunaay. 

Maske, who lives at 608 Elliott street 
northeast, was found unconscious and 
stripped to the waist early yesterday 
morning, lying in a muddy roadside 
ditch on the Southern Maryland pike 
between Waldorf and Mattawoman 
swamp. Physicians at Emergency Hos- 
pital said Maske is suffering from @ 
tractured skull, internal injuries, three 
broken ribs, a mashed right leg, knife 
wound under the heart and numerous 
lacerations and bruises. Little hope is 
held for his recovery. 

Jameson admitted striking Maske 
with his fist, according to Sheriff Ver- 
non Cooksey, of Charles County, but 
disclaimed all knowledge as to how 
Maske was seriously injured. Jameson, 
according to Sheriff Cooksey, said 
Maske “ran up the road and disap- 
peared” after the brawl in front of 
Hintz’s roadhouse. 

Jameson was sought after Hintz told 
Sheriff Cooksey that Maske, Jameson, 
the latter’s wife and three men had 
quarreled outside his roadhouse after 
he had asked them to leave his estab- 
lishment about 11 o’clock Sunday night.

Captain Had to Push Plane to 
Get It Started and Then 
Leap Aboard Again. 


PREPARED TO REMAIN 
IN CASE HE FELL OFF 


Eielson Khen Was to Go for 
Help and Return; Danger of 
an Injury if He Slipped. 


Spitzbergen, by way of Copenhagen, 
Denmark, April 23 (A.P.).—(By the Ex- 
change Telegraph, Scandinavian Rights 
Reserved).—Capt. George H. Wilkins 
started from Point Barrow, Alaska, on 
Sunday, April 15, at 10 o’clock in the 
morning, Alaskan time. 

The starting place had to be altered, 
as the runway proved too short for the 
heavily loaded machine whose weight 
was 2,022 pounds and whose cargo was 
about 4,050 pounds, thus requiring a 
runway at least a mile and a quarter 
long. The machine needed a speed of 
50 miles an hour before it was able 
to rise. A new runway was covered 
with loose snow and this was trodden 
down for a width of only 5 feet so that 
exact steering was necessary to avoid 
acrash. The ice also had to be leveled. 

Capt. Wilkins, during his flight, 
passed places where Rear Admiral Rob- 
ert E. Peary had been. He sighted 
Grant Land and passed about 300 Eng- 
lish miles east of the North Pole. The 
weather was fine, with little fog. 


Average Altitude 1,000 Feet. 


Throughout the trip he maintained 
An average altitude of 100 feet, but 
at times it was necessary to ascend to 
3,500 feet in order to get above the 
banks of clouds. He sighted no land 
that had not been discovered previously 
and there were no signs of animal life 
on the ice. 

Capt. Wilkins succeeded in taking ob- 
servations 200 miles from Svalbard 
(Spitzbergen), but the visibility then 
became too bad. Approaching Svalbard, 
the first sight of land was when he saw 
the two-pointed peaks of Prince Karl 
Promontory. 

A violent storm was’ raging at the 
time and Capt. Wilkins had to make a 
hurried attempt to land. This was made 
exceedingly difficulty and dangerous by 
sudden gusts of wind, but a landing 
eventually was made near a boat in 
the neighborhood of Dead Man’s Island. 
The air plane carte to a standstill after 
a run of about 30 feet in loose snow. 


Had Been Flying 21 Hours. 


The airmen then had been flying 21 
hours at a speed of more than 100 
miles an hour. 

For steering purposes Capt. Wilkins 
found the ordinary magnetic compas 
very useful and in addition used a sun 
compass. He had been supplied with a 
special map of the polar region by the 
American: Geographic Society, but was 
able only to get a very rough map of 
Spitzbergen. Consequently the naviga- 
tion of the plane was remarkable in 
view of its landing in Svalbard only 
sbout 5 miles south of Kings Bay, the 
piace originally decided upon and where 
Capt. Wilkins expected to meet the 
Italian explorer Gen. Umberto Nobile. 
The captain.had planned to inform Gen. 
Nobile, who intends to fiy his dirigible 
Iialia over the North Pole, of his ex- 
periences in his own passage across the 
polar region and the route he had fol- 
lowed. This would have helped Gen. 
Nobile in selecting his own route in 
areas wisre hitherto no aircraft had 
been flown. 

45 Below Zero on Island. 


Capt. Wilkins and Lieut. Eielson 
were held up more than five days on 
Dead Mans Island by a storm of un- 
usual severity for this time of the year. 
Snow was falling almost continuously 
and the high vind continuously 
changed its direction. The. ther- 
mometer registered 45 degrees below 
zero and the two airmen could do 
nothing while marooned on the island. 
They had to spend their time in the 
plane for the sake of its warmth. Their 
food supply, consisting of pemmican, 
biscuits, malted miik and chocolate, 
was sufficient for six months and they 
had some cigarettes. 

For the five days, the airmen were 
able to rest after their long journey in 
preparation for the arduous task of 
digging their machine out of the snow 
as soon as they should be able to re- 
sume the fiight. The small quantity 
of gasoline remaining also had to be 
pumped into the upper tanks. 

On Saturday morning at 3 o’clock 
they decided that conditions were good 
for getting off again. On two occa- 
sions the motor started az full speed, 
but the machine did not move. At 
the third attempt, Capt. Wilkins got 
out of the cockpit and holding on to 
a rope attached to the plane, pusned

Reported Land Is Eliminated.

which Stefansson thought he had just 
missed finding in 1917. 

Going over Wilkins’ story of the flight 
| Systematically, Stefansson traced his 
course and concluded that visibility 
| would have allowed the fliers to sce any 
or all of these land masses if they had 
existed. 


Keenan “Seen” 50 Years Ago. 


Keenan Land was reported more than 
half a century ago by a New England 
Whaling captain, who thought he had 
seen mountains a hundred miles north 
of his ship’s location. 

Harris Land was deduced by the late 
| Dr. R. A. Harris, of the United States 
Coast and Geodetic Survey, from tidal 
|Observations, as an island of almost 
'continental size, but it was never re- 
|ported as having been sighted. 

When Stefansson and Wilkins spent 
five years from 1913 to 1917 in the

The National Geographic Socety com- 
mented yesterday on the fact that Wil- 
kins flew 250 miles south after reach- 
ing the northwestern corner of Spitz- 
bergen and doing so broke away from 
all precedents in handling aircraft to 
and from “this most popular island 
base for polar flights.” 

The landing point of Wilkins and 
Elelson, described as “Deadmans Is- 
land, just north of Ice Fjord,” lies 125 
mile; seuth of Kings Bay, where Byrd 
and Bennett and Amundsen and Ells- 
worth, began their successful flights, 
the society said. 

In this section of the world one finds 
such names as “Deadmans_ Spit,” 
“Deadmans Island,” and “Deadmans 
Mountain,” prevailing. 

Northward 250 miles from where Wil- 
kins landed is the original ‘“Deadmans 
Island,”” where the Dutch maintained 
the famous “Blubbertown,” and where 
thousands died violent deaths or wast- 
ed away with scurvy in the old whal- 
‘ing days. This “Deadmans” is not to 
(be confused with the landing place of 
Wilkins, the society said.

Assassin’s Gun Fire Kills

assassins, standing on a soapbox and 
firing through a bedroom window, slew 
Benjamin Newmark, formerly an inves- 
tigator for the State attorney’s office, 
carly today. 

Newmark was preparing to retire when 
he was shot down. His wife, hearing 
the shots, ran to the bedroom and found 
her husband’s body lying on the floor. 
He had been shot in the abdomen. 

During his years as head of the de- 
tective squad at the State attorney's 
office, Newmark, who was 41 years old, 
led numerous raids against vice and 
gambling resorts. He pjayed a promi- 
nent part in the questioning of Harvey 
Church, “the show-off murderer,” who 
later was hanged. 

Aside from the soapbox, still in place 
below the window through which New- 
mark was shot, police had no clew. 
Burglars, or enemies made during his 
years as a law enforcement officer, may 
have slain him, officers said. 

In 1922, while Newmark was employed 
by the State attorney, his home was 
bombed, but he was not hurt. 

After an investigation the police said 
they believed Newmark had been slain 
as a result of bootlegging activities. 
In the house the police found five 
loaded revolvers and also noted that 
all windows were barred. A few days 
ago they learned an effort to attract 
Newmark to a window was made as he 
was about to retire by some one tap- 
ping on the pane, but Newmark did 
not respond, which the police believe 
probably saved his life then. 

Four men whose names were found 
in Newmark’s address book were ar- 
rested by Michae) Grady, chief of de- 
tectives. He refused to give their 
names. 

“My first theory of this 
result of the bootleg racket 
strengthened by later 
said Grady. 

The police reported to prohibition 
Officials that a barrel of beer and 
twelve cases of whisky were found in 
Newmark’'s home. 

Among theories was one expressed by 
the police that Newmark might have 
been slain in revenge by Italian coun- 
terfeiters.

Athens, Greece, April 23 (A.P.).— 
Southern Greece, like Bulgaria, has 
been visited by a severe earthquake, 
which, so far as known, caused the 
death of 30 or more, persons and the 
injury of large numbers. Some reports 
place the number of deaths ag high 
as 50. 

The worst effects of the disturbance 
were observed in the town of Corinth 
and in the neighborhood of the Cor- 
inth Canal, the pleasure resorts on 
the canal at Loutraki, Kalamaki and 
Poseidonia having suffered heavily. 

That the casualty list was not larger 
was due to the fact that the first 
shocks last night were slight and fear 
drove the people into the open, so that 
when the heavier shocks came today 
the houses that collapsed were largely 
unoccupied. 

Yet in Corinth there were twenty 
persons killed. Four-fifths of the 
houses in the town were demolished 
The 
power house was destroyed and the 
town plunged in darkness. 

It is estimated there are 10,000 
homeless and destitute at Corinth, 
2,000 at Loutraki and 4,000 elsewhere 
in the affected area. Many of the refu- 
gees are only half-clad and all their 
belongings are buried under the ruins. 

At Loutraki a crevice 250 feet long 
appeared in the earth. 

The Corinth Canal has been closed. 

The government has granted a credit 
of 5,000,000 drachma. Relief work is 
being organized. 

The American School of Archeology, 
engaged in excavation work at old Cor- 
inth, escaped serious damage.

The Senate battle over American

Borah ex- 
plained frankly to his colleagues that 
he could not object to the amendment 
because it simply restated accepted in- 
ternational law on the subject and af- 
firmed the position which President 
Coolidge has all along taken in con- 
nection with the use of the Marines in 
Nicaragua.

There was a suggestion of comedy in 
the late proceedings when it became 
clear to senators on both sides of the 
chamber that the amendment really 
supported and reaffirmed tie Presi- 
dent’s position though the language 
might be construed by the uninitiated 
to have a different meaning.

CAPT. WILKINS’ ARCTIC FLIGHT. 


The flight of Capt. George H. Wilkins and 
Lieut. Carl B. Eielson from Point Barrow to 
Spitzbergen is an outstanding feat of daring 
and skill, even for these days of wonderful 
achievement. The distance covered was 2,200 
miles—not an extraordinary flight in that 
respect, but unprecedented in the fact that 
it was through a region heretofore unseen 
by man, and at a temperature running as 
low as 40 degrees below zero. The explorers 
did not try to pass over the Pole, but flew 
within 300 miles of it 
circular route. 

Although some of the flight was in sun- 
shine, the end of the route was obscured by 
fog, snowstorm, and low clouds. The wonder 
is how the plane was kept free from ice. Capt. 
Wilkins does not make this point clear, but 
presumably the wings of the plane were 
treated with grease or paraffine. 

The fliers were very lucky in finding a 
landing-place from which they could rise 
again after the storm had cleared. If they 
had been forced to descend earlier they would 
have lost their lives and probably the cir- 
cumstances of their, death never would have 
been learned. They flew for hours over a 
region from which men could not hope to 
escape without dog sledges and abundant 
food. 

The area north of Alaska, it now seems cer- 
tain, is destitute of large islands. The air 
voyagers saw only dark clouds in an area 
that might have been a sign of land near by, 
but they saw nothing resembling land. Open 
leads in the ice were numerous, indicating a 
constant break-up of the fields in spite of the 
perpetual cold. 

Capt. Wilkins is a skilled observer, and 
doubtless he will furnish to the world valu- 
able data relating to the region he traversed. 
He and his intrepid partner have accomplished 
an excursion into the unknown that will 
always be taken into consideration by future 
explorers. Bit by bit the hidden regions are 
yielding up their secrets to dauntless voyagers. 
The world applauds such men, and is eager 
to hear their story.

“CHESTY JOKER.” 


Public interest will be divided between the 
wonderful record of Clarence DeMar, who on 
Thursday won his sixth Patriots Day marathon, 
and the _ surprising performance of Joie 
Ray, mile champion of the United States for 
years on end, who ran third in the first race 
of this kind in which he had ever competed. 
It is difficult to say which feat is the more 
praiseworthy, but sentiment will probably be 
with Ray, who at the age of 32 entered a sport 
entirely new and strange to him, and despite 
the agony of blistered feet, demonstrated his 
ability to be classed among the leaders in this 
most severe test of stamina. 

Technically, as well as actually, there is all 
the difference in the world between a mile 
race and the marathon distance of 26 miles 
The two events are as dis- 
similar in their requirements as a sprint and 
a middle distance run, During the eighteen 
years in which Ray has engaged in amateur 
track competition he has earned distinction as 
a miler.

PRIZE FIGHT MANAGERS.

bettering the former record by 124 miles. So 
long a run would put too great a strain on a 
single engine crew, and accordingly the trains 
meant to run each way on the new schedule 
will have an ingenious, specially designed loco- 
motive tender, containing a corridor, which 
will enable the relief driver and fireman, who 
are carried on the train from the start, to take 
the place of the first crew at Tollerton, 200 
miles ‘north of London, without the necessity 
of making any stop for that purpose. Other 
trains, booked to stop at important intermedi- 
ate stations, will start a few minutes later from 
each terminus to cover the same route. 

The arrangements here referred to are an 
enterprising bid by the railroad company to 
gave its passenger traffic from the rivalry of 
the motor coach. By the side of the newspaper 
paragraph which tells of the projected ex- 
ploits of the Flying Scotsman, there is 
another, headed ‘‘The Stage Coach of Today,” 
which describes the construction of a fully- 
equipped motor coach station in London, and 
the publication of a time table devoted to 
motor trangport services, as events which mark 
the rapid development of passenger traffic by 
road. The statfon will have accommodation 
for 160 coaches, with a booking office, waiting 
rooms, g¢loak rooms, bookstalls, and a buffet, as 
well as a canteen for drivers and a large repair 
garage. From this particuar statien there are 
regular services from London to the south and 
west of England, and it has connections with 
other organizations operating on a large num- 
ber of routes to the midlands, the east, and the 
north.

VOTING BY MACHINE. 

In place of the long time consumed 
in waiting for the results of the voting 
in parliament, the 200 members of the 
Flemish Riksdag are now able to vote 
in 70 seconds, writes the Helsingfors 
correspondent of the Christian Science 
Monitor. 

This is the result of an invention by 
Dr. L. M. Ericsson, of Sweden, which 
has just been installed in the Riksdag- 
house at Helsingfors. Finland’s will be 
the first parliamentary gathering in the 
world to vote by electricity. No doubt 
the Swedish Riksdag will follow Fin- 
land’s ex@mple before long and then 
the time of the parliamentary sessions 
may be shortened by many days. 

At a demonstration of this new auto- 
‘matic voting machine given to the 
press, the method was seen to be as 
follows: “When the voter sits at his 
place in the plenum hall of the Fin- 
nish Riksdag, he has before him two

They then press either their “yes” 
or “no” button, according to the way 
they wish to vote, or in case they de- 
sire to give a blank vote, they press 
both the “yes” and “no” buttons to 
indicate a “blank.” As they press the 
button on their desk, the lamp on their 
desk lights to indicate that their vote 
has registered. 

As soon as the result of the voting is 
noted down, the president moves a 
handle that resets the machine at zero 
again, whereupon a second voting may 
take place immediately. 

The time for a single voting of the 
Finnish Riksdag with its 200 members 
is 70 seconds... A*smaller number of 
voters would consume a proportionately 
shorter time. Thus the time of the 
riksdag session is shortened very con- 
siderably.

Resignation of J. Bond Smith from 
the Takoma Park Chamber of Com- 


merce, of which he was a charter mem- 
ber, was demanded by that organiza- 
tion in resolutions unanimously adopted 
last night.

The 
resolutions charge Smith, who is town 
attorney for Takoma Park, and general 
counsel for the Maryland-National Capi- 
tal Park and Planning:Commission, with 
ridiculing the Chamber of Commerce 
and calling it a baby organization and 
Saying that its members “went off half 
cocked” on the siding issue. 

The resolutions state that he further 
held the membership up to ridicule in 
& public meeting, asserted to be a meet- 
ing of the mayor and council in March 
They assert that while Smith purports 
to appear as a home owner on the sid- 
ing issue, he has c6nfined his represen- 
tations. to the legalistic side. W. D 
Barnett introducted the resolutions.

FIVE STATES FLOODED; — 


DESTRUCTION RUNS HIG 


Mississippi, Georgia, Florida, 
‘Alabama and Arkansas 
Hurt by Heavy Rains. 


TOWNS ARE MAROONED 


(Associated Press.) 
Streams swollen by almost unprece- 
dented rains wrought destruction as 


through parts of Florida, Georgia, Ala- 
bama, Mississippi and Arkansas. 

While the menace in Arkansas was 
subsiding for the time, at least, rivers 
were rising in the other States, with 
the probability that flood crests would 
not be reached before today or tomor- 
row. 

Thousands of dollars damage _ to 
highways, crops and property, but no 
loss of life was reported. Cotton crops 
suffered severely and unofficial esti- 
mates placed costs of replanting in the 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. Sev- 
eral towns in Georgia, Florida and Ala- 
bama were marooned or overflowed in 
their bottom lands. Transportation 
and communication facilities were 
crippled through great areas of the 
Southern coastal plain, washouts 
stranding trains and making automo- 
bile traffic impossible between many 
points. 

Although flood warnings were issued 
for a dozen streams in southern Geor- 
gia and Alabama, the rains which fell 
Sunday night to a measured depth of 1 
to 7% inches over the affected territory 
have subsided and the overflows in 
those States and Florida were expected 
to recede quickly because of the swift 
flow of rivers and creeks. 

Memphis river men predicted near 
flood stage on the Mississippi at the 
bluff city by April 30, due to the heavy 
volume the Ohio, Tennessee and Cum- 
verland rivers is emptying into the 
Father of Waters, which just at this 
time last year was spreading out iis 
muddy fan. for miles over lowland 
country from Cairo, Ills., to the Gulf.

Reports reaching here said that Ben- 
nett, taken ill when the Ford reached 
Lake 4te. Agnes from Detroit last Sat- 


urday, was somewhat improved today 
although still “a very, very sick man.” 
Commander Richard E. Byrd is due at 
Bennett’s bedside tomorrow. 

The most important member of the 
party that landeg at Greenly today was 
Ernest Koeppen, stocky Junkers me- 
chanic. Besides Balchen and Koeppen 
and Fitzmaurice, the plane landed 
Charles Murphy, a New York newspaper 
man, at the island. 

“Give me just a little time with the 
Bremen,” Koeppen said, as he climbed 
into the Ford this morning at Seven 
Islands, “and I’ll have her ready to 
fly to New York.”

TODAY’S HAND. 


‘How should the Declarer plan to play 
this hand, with a Spade contract? 

| course there is nothing for De- 
clarer to do but follow suit on the first 
trick and wait for the second. 

Assuming that west continues to lead 
Clubs (and shifting suits is about as 
dangerous for an adversary of the De- 
clarer as swapping horses crossing a 
stream), Declarer wil’ note that, while 
he /will not lose any trump tricks, he 
stands to lose one Club, one Diamond 
and two Hearts, which would make him 
one short of game. He has a total of six 
trumps; therefore one adverse hand 
must have at least four. He can see 
that he has just one probable chance 
of. getting game and that is to trump 
the second Club trick and then, before 
leading a trump, cstablish his Dia- 
monds. It is necessary for him to do 


this because if he exhaust trumps and 
then lead Diamonds, one adversary will 
win with the Ace of Diamonds and then 
they will proceed to defeat the contract 
severely by running a long line of Clubs. 
If the Kinr Diamonds be led 
to trick 2,.it is probable that the ad- 
versary with: the Ace will win it and 
lead another Club to trick 3, with 
the idea of forcing the Closed Hand 
once more. This opportunity to trump 
Declarer will decline and discard the 
Five of Hearts. It is not likely that the 
adversaries will continue the Club suit 
after that because they can see that 
Dummy could trump and give Closed 
Hand a discard; they probably will lead 
Hearts. In that event Declarer would 
win with the Ace, iead four rounds of 
Trumps hoping for the probable 4-3 ad- 
verse distribution which would enable 
him to exhaust the adverse trumps. De- 
clarer then would lead his Diamonds, 
overtake the last Diamond from Closed 
Hand in Dummy, cash Dummy’s thir- 
teenth Diamond and thus make game.

At formal dinners carv- 
ing is not cane at the table, so the 
question of the host’s management of 
plates would not mark any degree of 
grandeur. The helping of the guest of 
honor first 1s, however, always polite. 
Many hostesses have themselves served 
first in order to test the fish, bur if a 
woman is sure of her cook and knows 
the customs of other countries, she is 
very likely to have her chief guest 
served first. Formal visiting cards can 
hardly be formal when you find your 
hostess opening her cwn door. You 
would put away your cards and go in 
for a friendly visit. 

Customs called furmal go with for- 
mal life, with a sort of everyday pleas- 
ant stateliness that has ceased to think 
itself stately; that feels simple and at 
ease in the midst of ceremonious sur- 
roundings. People who live without any 
ceremony can not successfully assume 
it at a moment’s notice and will be 
much nicer, as well as smarter, if they 
don’t try.

“GOOSEY.” 


RE. E. R. D. writes: “I was in- 
M terested in your recent article 

entitled. “Running Amuck.” 
It brought to mind a book I had read 
which contained a unique view of that 
subject. The book is “The Surgeon’s 
Log,” by J. Johnston Abraham, a Lon- 
don physician, who needed rest and 
took the very unusual way of getting 
it by taking the post of ship’s surgeon 
on a tramp boat bound for anywhere. 

“In the chapter on Java he describes 
a peculiar disease called ‘latah,’ which 
seems to be of the nature of chorea. I 
selected this quotation from among 
much more that I am sure would in- 
terest you: 

“‘Perhaps “latah” is the result of 
betel poisoning. It certainly is a curi- 
ous mental condition, almost confined 
to the Malay, and co-extensive with the 
betel chewing habit. * * * It Its 
probably in the latah state that Malays 
run amok, and then they are danger- 
ous aS a mad dog and as little re- 
sponsible for themselves. It is an idea 
of mine that constant betel chewing is 
the predisposing factor producing a 
condition of nervous instability that so 
easily may degenerate into latah. But 
it is an idea only. No one, so far as I 
can discover, has suggested it or at- 
tempted experimentally to prove it.’ 
“Some years ago I lived in the Philip- 
pines and saw much of the evils of 
betel chewing. I can easily believe a 
connection with this and the prevalent 
nervous disorders there. I saw a man 
run amok in the public market in 
Manila and learned that he was sub- 
ject to such attacks. 

“I have wondered recently if a con- 
siderable amount of the nervous insta- 
bility of our own time and courtry may

not be due to excessive use of alcohol 
and tobacco in various forms.”

The harm from betel chewing 1s 
well known. It is a definite menace 
in the Orient and some day the prob- 
lem will be met. I hope we shall suc- 
ceed better than we are doing with 
our Own drug habit problems. 

However, latah does not seem to be 
the result of betel chewing. Stedman’s 
dictionary gives latah as a Malay dis- 
ease in which there is extreme sugges- 
tibility.

MARKS AND MERIT. 


HEN John was in the grade 
school his report card told the 
story in figures and when he 
received a mark of 75 in arithmetic his 


dad knew exactly how his boy stood in 
his subject. 


But when John got into the high 
school the reports were given in lctters. 
His first card had two E’s, one B, a few 
C’s and a D. 

I can not make a thing out of this 
report card, John,” said -his father. 
“What does the E stand for? 
“Excellent,” replied John. 

“What does the B stand for?” 

“Best in the class, father.” 

“And the C?” asked dad. 

“Oh, that stands for clever in ‘that 
subject.” 

“Under that system, I suppose, my 
boy,” said dad, “that if you had A it 
would mean ‘awful’ and the D you 
have must stand for ‘dumb.’ ” 

Of course in th>2 school’s system of 
marking, A .tood for excellent, B or 
good, C for a passing mark, D for doubt- 
ful work and E for complete failure. 

Marks make me tired. As a teacher 
who has awarded them, as a pupil who 
has received them, as a parent who has 
fussed and fumed over them I confess 
that they give me a pain. 

But marks are a recessary evil. Par- 
ents cry for them, children cry at them 
and teachers cry them out. 

The child who gets 95 is presumably 
brighter than the one who receives 93. 
And the mark 79 as compared with 
what the neighbor’s boy got, 81, does 
not make nearly the appeal to mother 
that a 98 cent tag does on a dollar 
shirt. 

Once in a while a boy, sometimes a 
girl, is able to fool a parent on the 
meaning of marks, even to getting away 
with the idea, “the school I go to doesn't 
issue any report cards.” A son of a 
physician, and physicians are supposed 
to know what is going on in the com- 
munity, was able to fool his father for 
two and a half years by saying, '“it’s 
funny, dad, but I haven’t received a 
report card yet. You see they don’t 
give reports to fellows who are getting 
good marks like I am.” 

According to the idea of this father 
the boy was supposed to graduate the 
following June and when he did not 
‘the father went around to the school 
only to find that his son had not yet 
finished his sophomore year and had 
failed in about everything he had un- 
dertaken. It is interesting in this 
connection to add the fact that this 
boy has now succeeded his father and 
is earning in excess of $25,000 a year. 

I do not suppose we can get away 
from marks, either giving them, getting 
them, thinking about them, or quar- 
reling over them. They are the medium 
of exchange in the academic world 
as dollars are in the business world. 
For a teacher they are handy because 
he can prove to a parent by adding up 


a lot of figures and striking an average 


that the boy is good, bad. tndifferent, 
er brilliant in his work. If a teacher 
were not fortified with a marking book 
and the results of an examination, he 
would be “in Dutch” many a time when 
an irate parent calls on him, 

It takes a mighty wise parent, holding 
the report cards in his hands, to evalu- 
ate his own child trrespective of what 
the reporting marks indicate.

CORONER'S JURY URGE

The coroner’s jury yesterday in a spe- 
cial report, recommended to District 
Commissioners the establishment of a 
special police traffic squadron to in- 
vestigate the causes of all accidents 
resulting in serious injury or death.

P. Nuckols, in which she was a pas- 
senger, collided with a pillar of the rail- 
road viaduct on Rhode Island avenue, 
Friday morning. 

Nuckols, who was severely injured 
and is undergoing treatment at Sibley 
Hospital, was ordered held for action of 
the grand jury. The Nuckols car was 
practically demolished when, traveling 
at a high rate of speed, it crashed into 
a machine driven by E. C. Stewart, of 
Hyattsville, Md., and then hit the pillar. 

Dr. Nevitt, commenting upon the 
jury’s report to the Commissioners, said 
that the establishment of-a police squad 
would greatly facilitate the work of the 
cdroner’s office. It was understood that 
the action came as a result of several 
poorly prepared cases which were sub- 
mitted to the jury for investigation. 

The report to the Commissioners was 
prepared after a lengthy deliberation 
by jurymen. It was prepared by Dr. 
Nevitt and Dr. A. M. McDonald, the 
latter of Casualty Hospital.
